Iowa'* First Inauguration. 
Des Moines, Iowa, Dec. 3. — Fifty 
years ago to-day the first governor of 
the state of Iowa, Ansel Briggs, was in­ 
augurated. Of the senators in the gen­ 
eral assembly of that time Francis 
Springer is believed to be the only one 
who survives. He now lives in the ter­ 
ritory of New Mexico.

Chippewa Foils, Wis., Dec. 3.—Water 
Is still rising, with no hope of break­ 
ing the ice gorge. The Chippewa river 
is now twenty-eight feet above low- 
water mark. 
All places of business 
on Spring, River and Lower Bridge 
streets are rapidly being vacated. 
One rumor to the effect that the 
river would cut out a passageway for 
itself through the high banks north 
of the Wisconsin Central railroad, 
bridge gave rise to great apprehension. 
The river’s course is seriously obstruct­ 
ed by the gorge, that has reached with­ 
in a short distance of the dam and tho 
turning of the course of the stream up­ 
on the city seems so plausible that 
everyone is panic-stricken. 
A report that the Little Falls dam 
has given way to the pressure upon it 
has reached the city. If this is a fact 
an enormous body of water will bo 
precipitated upon the city. 
Spring street is impassable between 
Bridge and Bay streets and the water 
is climbing steadily toward the base­ 
ment of the city hall. Cellars on the 
high ground in that vicinity are fill­ 
ing fast It is impossible to see how 
any of the lower portion can escape, 
for the coming of the water seems aa 
sure as it is deliberate and the valley 
may be completely inundated if the 
rise continues.

The river presents a terrible appear­ 
ance. The ice gorge is forty feet high, 
and backing crater on the city at the 
rate of a foot an hour.

IS ELECTED.

Mr. McKinley will have to learn Ire.a 
tho newspapers that he has r e ive I a 
majority of the t h etoral votes and I a- 
been duly and formally elected pr bi­ 
dent of the United {States. When a 
government clerkship is filled, the ap­ 
pointee receives a notice flow ti.-* el, 
service commission. A nu mber cl • 
congress is given acertifieate by - '.*■ 
rotary of tho state in which I: Ii vt;? . 
postmaster, after being co? fir nit fi I y 
senate, is given a commie, ion. flat 
citizen who is elected to the Ligl. 
v 
office in tho gift cf the American ;v . fi 
receives no notice, no certificate, ne 
commission. 
Several years ago, after tho uncom 
for table experience in 1870, congree- 
passed an electoral law, setting forth in 
much cb tail the procedure for the re­ 
ception and canvass of ballets cast by 
the electors. These electors meet, at the 
state capitols and prepare the returns. 
Three Retsof returns are forwarded from 
each stato to Washington. 
They are 
guarded with great care. 
On the ap­ 
pointed day the senators march over to 
the house, and in joint session, with 
much formality, every step in which is 
directed by law, the returns are canvass­ 
ed. Thou the vice president announces 
the names of those chosen for president 
and vice president for tho term begin­ 
ning on the 4tli of March. 
With that 
the formalities end. 
There is no pro­ 
vision for auy notice to the two men 
found to Le elected. 
When Mr. George F. Edmunds was 
in the senate, he had a good deal to de 
with the drafting of the elaborate law 
under w bidi tho electoral votes are now 
canvassed. 
Ho was asked one day how 
a man elected to tho presidency was go­ 
ing to find it out. 
“ By reading the newspapers,” was 
the reply. 
As inauguration day draws near a 
committee of senators and representa­ 
tives is appointed to have in charge the 
arrangements. 
This committee usually 
has some correspondence with the pres­ 
ident elect to learn his personal wishes 
regarding the 
programme. 
Nothing, 
however, iii the form of an official state­ 
ment of the canvass of the returns is sent 
to the president elect. 
When tile proper timo comes, Mr. Mc­ 
Kinley, having read in tile newspapers 
that ho has been elected, will go to 
Washington. 
Ho will call upon Presi­ 
dent Cleveland. 
An hour later Presi­ 
dent Cleveland will call upon Mr. Mc­ 
Kinley. 
These calls will take place a 
day or two before tho 4th of March. On 
the morning of the 4th President Cleve­ 
land will go to the hotel again, take 
Mr. McKinley in an open barouche be­ 
hind four black horses and ride with 
him to the senate wing of the capitol. 
There, in the president’s room, the com­ 
mittee of arrangements will meet the 
president elect and the president to es 
cort them to tile senate chamber. 
That 
will be the first official information Mr. 
McKinley will receive that he is to be­ 
come president of the United States. 
All of the information that he has bad 
to guide him up to that moment will 
have been derived from the newspapers. 
Ten minutes later Mr. McKinley will 
put his hand on the open Bible and be 
sworn by Chief Justice Fuller. That act 
will make him president of the United 
States. 
Without a scrap of paper to 
show his authority ho will enter upon 
his duties as president. 
The act cf President Cleveland in 
calling for Mr. McKinley and escorting 
him to the senate is one of courtesy only. 
President Cleveland will learn that Mr. 
McKinley is to be his successor in the 
same way that Mr. McKinley will— 
through the newspapers. 
It is within 
the memory of many uow living that a 
president declined to perform this act 
of courtesy and that a president elect 
made his way alone to the capitol to be 
received by the senate aud sworn. Pres­ 
ident Andrew Johnson refused to go 
with General Grant. 
It seems singular that with all of the 
elaborate electoral programme there 
should be no provision for an official 
notification of his election to the presi­ 
dent elect and that with all of the cere­ 
mony of inauguration there should 
issued no commission, no proclamation, 
to give official information of a change 
of administration.—{St. Louis Globe- 
Domocrat.
